Expect to Have Business Men From 
Every Trading Country in the World 
Here During the Month of Novem. 
ber. 


Mexico City—The United States 
Chamber of Commerce here is urging 
American capital to come to Mexico 
now. Letters are going out daily to 
the big manufacturing firms through- 
out the country. However, the cham- 
ber of commerce, with a sensitive fin- 
ger on the business pulse, announces 
that the crisis has passed.’ Whatever 
low ebb there was has been reached. 
The tide is turning. Whatever clouds 
of uncertainty there are will have 
been dissipated in’ September, it is 
pointed out. Then congress will have 
been a month in session and the many 
constructive measures for financial, 
industrial, labor and land—property 
and investment security—will be well 
on their way to become law. 

So confident are Mexican business 
men of this that they have planned 
an international fair, or exposition, 
to begin October 30 and run through 
the month of November. They confi- 
dently expect to have here business 
men from every trading country in the 
world, the majority of them with an 
ample stock of their wares, prepared 
to sell them, to close contracts, to put 
them on the market to stay. : 

But primarily the exposition is de- 
signed to re-establish trade contracts 
that have gone into the discard 
through many years of revolution and 
the consequent money shortage. They 
are particularly anxious to see the 
United States participate on a large 
scale and letters received from the 
large industrial centers indicate that 
this will be done. 


STATE SWEPT BY FIRST 
RAINFALL OF THE SEASON 


SHENANDOAH CREW 
PERFORMED FULL DUTY 


Colonel C. G. Hall, a Survivor of 
the Disaster, Relates Story of Ill- 
Fated Dirigible at Naval Court of 
Inqutry—Officers and Crew Calm. 


Lakehurst, N. J.—Lieutenant Com- 
mander Zachary Lansdowne and the 
officers and ‘men with him in the con- 
trol car went to their death attempt- 
ing to keep control of the great air- 
ship Shenandoah, near Ava, Ohio, on 
September 3, the naval court of in- 
quiry was told by Colonel C. G. Hall, 
an official observer for the army air 
service, a survivor of the disaster. 
Despite the terrific storm which 
was buffeting the great ship about, 
Colonel Hall said Commander Lans- 
downe and his men had not lost con- 
trol of the ship until the actual break- 
ing up of the craft occurred, with the 
twisting off of: the control car. The 
army colonel was in the car and left 
it only when he was convinced the 
ship was doomed. 

Lieutenant Commander C. EB. Rosen- 
dahl, navigator and senior surviving 
officer, in the first official report ever 
made of the disaster, added his praise 
to that of Colonel Hall. He said that 
all through the period of uncertainty 
he did not observe a single incident 
where any person on the Shenandoah 
did not perform his duty fully, effi- 
ciently and well. 

“At no time preceding the disaster 
while I was in the control car,” he 
said, “was there a single word spoken 
out of the ordinary conversational 
tone. This was particularly true in 
the case of the captain, Lansdowne.” 
Most of the survivors were agreed 
that the ship broke in two near the 
bow when she was making a second 
rapid ascent after having come down 
suddenly from the high altitude to 
which she was tossed by the sudden 
line squall. A number of the survivors 
were awakened from sleep either by 
the rapid rolling and tossing of the 
ship or the rending noise as the con- 
trol car and the nose of the craft tore 
loose from the main section.

San Francisco.—Northern California 
was visited by the first general rain- 
fall of the season. The rain extended 
all the way from the Oregon border 
as far south as the Santa Clara valley 
and the northern part of San Joaquin 
valley. The precipitation varied from 
a trace in some sections up to .88 
inches in Eureka, the southern ex- 
tremity of the storm area receiving 
only slight showers. 

San Francisco received only .04 of 
an inch, while Santa Rosa was visited 
by .70 of an inch. There was .14 at 
Chico and .04 inches at Red Bluff, 
with brief showers as far south as 
Stockton. 

The rain did some damage to grapes 
and prunes, which are being har- 
vested. Warning was given to prune 
dryers in time for them to stack their 
trays of fruit and protect them from 
the moisture. But there was no way 
of saving the grapes and many tons 
are mildewing. The weather has been 
too cool in the prune regions to allow 
of much drying this season and the 
process is taking an unusually long 
time. 

The barometer has been low west of 
the Mississippi river and higher in the 
east and northwest. Showers have 
fallen in the Atlantic states. No im- 
portant temperature changes are an- 
ticipated. }

Cure for Painful Callouses. 

Nearly every golfer develops callous 
spots that become so sore as to need 
special treatment. Usually the spot is 
covered with tape. One often seea 
bands of tape on a half dozen fingers. 
Other players lose much of the sense 
of “feel” by wearing gloves. 
Barring the painiess callouses that 
often develop and that do no harm, It 
may be said with the most perfect con- 
fidence that the sore spots come be- 
cause of some error in the grip. The 
Vardon grip, perhaps because it is in 
more general use, seems to cause sore 
spots peculiar to itself. The player 
will find a callous, developing into a 
sore spot, on the inside of the third 
finger of the right hand and one on top 
of the middle knuckle of the first fin- 
ger of the left hand. Such sore spots 
are sure indications that the right 
hand grips too hard. If the sore spot 
on the first finger of the left hand ts 
next the second finger, and especially 
if there !s a sore spot on the inside of 
that finger next the thumb, there is no 
question of the grip being at fault. Not 
énly does the right hand grip too close- 
ly, but the right little finger rides be- 
tween the first and second fingers of 
the left hand. That must be.changed 
at once. The place for the right little 
finger is exactly over the first finger 
of the left hand and it must never 
press so hard even as to make a cal- 
lous, let alone a sore spot. 

The remedy is not hard. Probably 
you have been using too loose a. grip 
with the left hand. Practice swinging 
a club with the left hand. Antil you 
know you control it perfectly with that 
hand alone. Then try it by letting the 
right hand ride in its regular Pasition 
but with no pressure. Probably that is 
enough pressure at any time,»-Abeut 
the only function of the right “$fand 
and arm {is to keep out of the Way un- 
til after the club has begun to destend 
on the ball. Then the right shoulder 
gets to work and forces the forefinger 
of the right hand against the shaft 
when the wrists begin thelr whip. - 


Style. ; 
When the beginner in golf gets the 
first ideas regarding the swing, preft- 


‘erably from a professionc! teacher, he 


should carefully note the swings ofp 
noted players. It is sheer folly to copys 
the methods of other beginners and 

equally bad to be guided by the misin- ° 
formation so freely ladled out by per- 

sons who talk from the heights of what 

they are pleased to think: is their su- 

perior knowledge. 

The beginner {fs well advised to learn 
at least the rudiments from the man 
who knows, the professional, and then 
studiously to watch the expert. In 
this way one can learn the mechanics 
of the swing and Is on the way toward 
perfecting his or her own swing. It 
may take years of such watchfulness 
to learn definitely that the crucial part 
of the swing is what might be called 
the stroke, the full time that the club 
and ball are in contact. We will know 
some time the duration of this contact 
throtgh superspeedy motion pictures. 
It may be one inch or it may be six. 
We do know, however, that the ball is 
compregsed to half its diameter by the 
{mpact., One can prove this by dust- 
ing the face of the club with powder 
and taking a full swing at the ball. 
The impression left on the club face is 
as great in diameter as the ball itself, 
the markings being duplicated on the 
club face. 

In watching the experts, pay no at- 
tention to the ball. Watch only for 
that part of the action in which you 
temporarily are the most interested. 
By this method of watching one can 
really learn the methods of the stars. 
If one watches the ball that is all one 
can see, ; 

Perhaps the best method of all is to 
watch moving pictures of actual 
strokes. They have taught more facts 
regarding the golf swing than ever 
were known before. Do not pay any 
attention to still pictures. All of them 
are posed conventionally. They may 
look pretty but not one in a hundred 
gives a correct likeness of the form 
shown in play. And keep in mind con- 
stantly the culmination of all the ele- 
ments of the swing in the timing. One 
can be letter-perfect In every element 
of the swing and remain a poor player 
through lack of timing.

City and town folks eat more beef,

New York Takes All Kinda. 


“New York is the most catholic of 
our areas in its meat tastes.

weights, the Hudson River section 
wants medium to clivice beef of lighter 
weights, while Long Island wants the 
best lightweights. The big Jewish 
trade in ‘kosher’ meat calls for a high- 
grade animal. 

“The Mid-West consumes fair to me- 
dium grades from light butcher cattle 
preferably. 

“These odd preferences sometimes 
break down the bars of geography and 
play strange tricks with supplies. 
‘Fort Worth and Oklahoma City, for 
example,’ saya the book previously 
mentioned, ‘supply very little meat for 
the densely populated section of the 
country directly east of the Ohio bor- 
der. This section draws upon the Mis- 
souri river markets—Kansas City, St. 
Joseph, Omaha and Sioux City—and 
upon St. Louis and Chicago. On the 
other hand, Fort Worth and Oklahoma 
City can market a product in the 
Southeastern states to much better ad- 
vantage than the river markets, be- 
cause they have a product best suited 
to this demand. 

“‘Oné of the largest plants in Chi- 
cago sends from 95 to 98 per cent of 
its pork and pork products into the 
Middle Atlantic states. A large Sioux 
City plant sends 70 per cent of its 
Pork products to this same section, 
while a St. Paul plant, owned by the 
same firm, distributes only 20 per cent 
of its pork and pork products in this 
area.” 

“In his pamphlet. ‘Food Animals 
and Meat Consumption in the United 
States, John Roberts of the bureau of 
animal industry states: “The people 
of Argentina consume the most beef; 
the British meat dietary has the 
closest balance of beef, mutton and 
pork, and the Germans are, relatively, 
the greatest pork consumers.’  Inc!- 
dentally, the fact may be stated that 
three countries only, Argentina, Aus- 
tralla and New Zealand, consume more 
meat per person than the United 
States. In each case they are coun- 
tries of sparse population and “large 
surpluses of cattle and sheep.”

milk add the mushrooms and heat te 
the boiling point. Cream together twe 
tablespoonfuls each of butter and flour, 
add salt to season and stir into thn 
milk. Cook for fifteen minutes,. stir 
ring often. Season well with salt and 
cayenne and serve with toasted crack- 
ers. 

Cracknels are delicious served with 
a small ball of cream or cottage cheese 
in the center of each. Garnisli each 
with a cube of pretty jelly and serve 
with a cup of tea. 

Luncheon Pepper Pot.—Place in a 
kettle one quart of clear, strong soup. 
Add a pint of bofling water and four 
tablespoonfuls each of shredded car. 
rot, celery and green pepper. Cook 
until the vegetables are tender ; season 
well, Have rounds of toast; ‘on each a 
slice of cheese that has been melted 
in a hot oven on the toast. Lay one 
on each dish or soup plate with a por- 
tion ‘of the stew and a poached egg on 
each slice. Season and serve at once. 

Bread Griddle Cakes.—Soak several 
slices of bread in sour milk overnight. 
In the morning add egg, soda and flour 
and cook as usual. They will be light 
and much like an omelet. This is a 
good way of using up stale bread. 

Whigs.—Pour a pint of boiling wa- 
ter over one cupful of butter or sweet 
fat, cool until lukewarm, then add six 
well-beaten eggs, two teaspoonfuls of 
salt, one yeast cake softened in, one- 
fourth cupful of water.

Stir in. a cupful of sugar; some cur- 
rants may.be added to part of the, mix- 
ture for variety. Pour it into greased 
muffin pans and bake on the top of 
the stove, very slowly, turning when 
brown on one side. Split and toast 
when cold. 


Autumn Dishes. 

If fond of:coin try this: 

Squaw ‘Dish.—Cut from the cob as 
much corn as the family 
will eat, using tender 
sweet corn. Into an Iron 
skillet or deep frying pan 
put plenty of butter to 
season the corn well— 
the more the better. 
When the butter is melt- 
ed but not brown, turn 
fm the corn and stir until 
well mixed with butter; stir until well 
cooked—probably five to ten minutes 
will be sufficient. Serve with crisp 
fried bacon. ” 

' Canton Cream.—Soak one table: 
spoonful ‘of gelatin in one-fourth of a 
cupful of cold water, add it to a cus- 
tard, using one cupful of milk, two 
egg yolks, one-fourth of a cupful of 
sugar and a dash of salt. Strain, chill 
in a pan of ice water, add one table- 
spoonful of vanilla, three of ginger 
sirup and gne-fourth of a cupful of 
canton ginger cut into small pieces. 
When the mixture begins to thicken, 
fold in the whip from two and_one- 
half cupfuls of coffee cream. Mold 
and chill. 

Bisque of Oysters—Clean, pick over 
and parboil until the edges curl, one 
quart of oysters. Brown three table 
spoonfuls of butter, add three table- 
spoonfuls of flour, the oyster liquor 
and pour over gradually, stirring con- 
statly. Season well, add the oysters 
ahd just before serving, a cupful of
